The  executive  tasks 
of  this  war  rest  upon  me  I  ask  that 
you  lighten  them  and  place  in  my  hands 
instruments,   spiritual   instruments,  which 

,  I  do  not  now  possess,  which  I  sorely  need 
and  which  I  have  daily  to  apologize  for 
not  being  able  to  employ. 

Alas  that  any  one  should  continue  to  try  to 
Id  this  nation  in  bondage.    Alas  for  the  "Phari- 
.  3S__  who  are  crying  democracy  from  the  "house- 
i  ?s    and  who  are  forcing  the  Chief  Executive  of 
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this  nation  to  "apologize"  to  its  people,  because 
he  is  prevented  by  dense  autocratic  materialists, 
masquerading  as  representatives  of  democracy, 
from  using  the  "spiritual  instruments" — they 
who  are  fighting  to  uphold  the  "spiritual  ideals" 
of  this  nation — to  aid  him  in  discovering  what 
should  be  "purified"  in  our  national  conscious- 
ness. 

That  there  are  many  spiritual  thinkers  today 
who  are  daring  to  voice  their  honest  convictions 
is  apparent.

As  you  are  aware,  a  great  many  people 
are  afraid  to  say  what  they  think  in  regard 
to  the  song  in  question,  and  the  longer  the 
war  lasts  the  less  they  will  express  their 
feelings.  I  have  yet  to  find  one  out  of  the 
many  readers  of  your  "Protest"  here  that 
does  not  agree  with  you,  but  they  dare  not 
open  their  mouths  in  some  cases: 

For  instance,  the  dean  of  the  Music  De- 
partment in  a  local  college,  a  close  friend 
of  mine,  is  forbidden  by  the  president  to 
express  his  feelings  in  the  matter.  But  for 
that  I  have  no  doubt  your  "Protest,"  or  at 
least  excerpts  from  it,  would  have  appeared 
in  a  local  paper.
